\ Description of the Engaeoinent by Gen- 


eral Jackson—A letter From "Old Hick- 
ory"— HOTV Packcnham's Teterans Were 
Defeated by Frontiersmen. 


In The Century William Hugh Bob- 


arts has an article entitled "Napoleon's 
interest Ii, the Battle of New Orleans." 
In this 'is quoted n hitherto unpublished 
etter written by General Jackson to Mr. 
Tames Monroe^ A portion of the letter 
'ollows: 


There was a very heavy fog on the 


river that morning, and the British had 
formed and wore moving before I knew 
it. 'The disposition of the riflemen was 
very simple. They were toldvoff in Nos. 
1 and 2, No. 1 .was to fire first,- then 
step back and let No. 2 shoot while ho 
reloaded. About 600 yards from the rifle- 
men there was a great-toainage canal 
running back from the Mississippi river 
to the swamp in the rear of the tilled 
land uu which we were operating. Along 
this canal the British formed, under the 
fire of the few artillery pieces I had 
near enough to them to get their range. 
But the. instant I saw them I said to 
Ooifee, whom I directed to hurry to bis 
line, which'was to be first attacked: 
"By 
, \ve have got them! They are 


ours!" Coffee dashed forward, and, rid- 
ing r.;lcuf; his line, called out, "Dou't 
phnot til1 (yon can see their belt buckles!" 
The British- were formed iu mass, well 
closed np, and about two companies 
frout. 


The British, thus formed, moved on 


i;t a quick niep, without firing a shot, to 
within 100 yards of tho kneeling rifle- 
men, 
who were holding their fire till 


they could se,e the be.lt buckles of their 
enemies. The British advance was exe- 
cuted as though they had been on pa- 
rade. They inarched shoulder to shoul- 
der, with tho step of veterans, as they 
were. 
At 100 yards distance frora our 


lino thii order wns given: "Extend col- 
umn 
front! 
Double quick, 'march! 


Charge!" With,bayonets at the charge, 
they came on us :it a rnn. I own it was 
an anxious moment.' I well knew the 
charging column was made np of the 
picked troops of the British army. They 
hud been trained by the duke himself, 
were commanded by his brother-in-law 
ant' had successfully held off the ablest 
of Napoleon's marshals iu tho Spanish 
campaign. My riflemen had never seen 
such nil attack, uor had they ever before 
I'onglH white men.

I called Tom Overton 


aud Aimer Duncan of my Btaff, and we

caii!-,- within 
ICO yards of Coffee the 


siuUiL' lifted enough for mo to make out 
what was happening. 


The British were falling back in a 


.confused, disorderly mass, and the en- 
tire first ranks' of their column were 
hlown away. For 200 yards in onr front] 
the ground was covered with a mass of 
writhing, wounded,'dead and dying red- 
/coats. By the time the rifles were wiped 
the British line was reformed, and on 
it came again. This time they were led 
by General Pakenham in person, gal- 
lantly mounted and riding as though he 
was ou parade. Just before he got within 
range of Coffee's line I heard n single 
rifleshot from a group of country carts 
we had been usinp, about 175 yards dis- 
taat, nud p. moment thereafter I saw 
Pakeuham ren.l and pitch out of his sud- 
dle. I luivf always believed lie fell from 
the bnlli'.r of a freeman of folor who 
was a fani'.r.ia rifle; shot nud cnmfi from 
the AL:ik;;n;j-:= region of Louisiana. Thoj

Up to tho startfor West Point, Grant 


had been Hirtuh Ulysses, or H, Ul"^ses 
Grant. 
The young traveler ^quired a 


trunk, aud Thomas W^Vker, a local 
"genius," was the tljau to make it. He 
did BO, and, to <l'uiEh it off, he traced on 
the cover 'n big brass tacks the initials 
"H. If. G. " James Marshall, Uljsses' 
cousin, wont to help him carry the new 
trunk homo. Ulysses looked at the big, 
glaring letters. "I won't have that so," 
he said. "It spells 'hug.' The boys 
would, plague me about it." Aud ho 
thereupon shifted his middle name aud 
became Ulysses H, Grant, and so he 
went forth into the world. 


He registered at Roe's hotel, West 


Point, on tho 29th of May, as "U. H. 
Grant," nud the same day reported to 
the adjutant, George G, Waggaman, 
deposited $48 and signed his name 
Ulysses Hiram Grant. 
His name as re- 


ported from Washington, however, was 
U. S. Grant, and the error arose in this 
way: The Hou* Thomas Hamer received 
the letter of Jesse Grant pnly-tho day 
before the close of bin term, and, being 
much hurried, sat down at once and 
wrote to Secretary of War Poinsott, ask- 
ingfortho appointment of his neighbor's 
son. He' knew the hoy's name to be 
Ulysses, and, inferring that bis middle 
name was Simpson, so filled iu tho ap- 
plication, and thus it stood when Ulysses 
faced the adjutant.

sent of the secretary of war.
